A $3,246,000 contract has
been awarded by the Los
Angeles City Board of Edu-
cation for the construction of
Glenn Hammond Curtis Jun-
jor High School in the Car-
son area.

Dr. Crowther said the
school is expected to open in
September of 1969 on a 22.7-
acre site which fis 300 feet
west of Central Ave. and 500
feot south of Turmont St.

Though the school will haye
lan opening capacity of 1600
students, the school's master
plan contains provision fo;
eventual expansion to serve
2600 students.

The school was named af.
ter Glenn Hammond Curtiss,
American aviation pioncer
and inventor who was active
in the famous 1910 Domine
guez air show.

The Curtiss site is almost
the exact location of the
“First United States Ajr
Meet” which was held in Jan-
uary, 1910. The area was
then known as Domingue;
Field.

Funds for the new school
were approved by district
voters in 1966 as part of a
$189.5 million bond issue.
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
